In- 
cluded on  the  program  are  two 
free  concerts  to  which  the  public 
is  invited. 

Music  teachers  and  scholars 
in  five  states  will  be  in  attend- 
ance at  the  sessions  during  which 
musical  numbers  will  be  given 
and  papers  will  be  read. 

The  Friday  events  will  begin 
with  registration  at  9 a.m.  in  the 
Joseph  Smith  Club  Room  at 
which  the  BYU  Chapter  of  Mu 
Phi  Epsilon  will  act  as  hostesses. 

Dr.  John  R.  Halliday,  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  music 
at  BYU,  will  preside  over  the 
first  session.  Papers,  “Analysis 
of  the  Nature  of  Musical  Exper- 
ience” and  “Selected  Chansons 
of  Jachet  Buus,”  will  be  given 
by  Merrill  Bradshaw,  BYU,  and 
Sandra  Hagerman,  Colorado  Col- 
lege. 

Dr.  Gerrit  de  Jong,  Jr.,  BYU,

Only  5,353  students  had  com- 
pleted finalization  for  spring 
quarter  by  Wednesday  evening, 
leaving  2,981  students  for  the 
last  two  days,  according  to  Lu- 
cile  Spencer,  records  and  regis- 
tration officer. 

Today  at  4 p.m.  is  the  dead- 
line for  finalizing  proposed 
spring  quarter  schedules.  Those 
who  do  not  finish  by  today  will 
be  required  to  begin  registering 
once  again  at  the  beginning  of 
the  new  quarter. 

Students  who  have  not  re- 
ceived postal  notification  by  now 
should,  report  immediately  for 
finalization  regardless.  The 
spring  quarter  activity  card  is 
necessary  for  finalization.  Activ- 
ity cards  may  be  obtained  by 
payment  of  fees  and  tuition  in 
the  basement  of  the  Maeser 
Building. 

Final  examinations  for  winter 
quarter  will  begin  Monday  and 
continue  through  Thursday  fol- 
lowed by  a three-day  vacation. 
All  spring  quarter  classes  will 
begin  instruction  March  23.

The  House  stamped  its  approv- 
al on  the  statehood  bill  after  two 
days  of  debate  and  sent  it  to 
President  Eisenhower,  who  was 
cerain  to  sign  it.  The  Senate  ap- 
proved the  measure  by  a whop- 
ping 76  to  15  vote. 

There  was  a burst  of  applause 
when  Speaker  Sam  Rayburn  of 
Texas  announced  the  House  vote 
as  323  to  89.  Democratic  whip 
Carl  Albert  (Okla.)  said  the 
“brightest  star  of  the  west”  had 
risen  to  “the  galaxy  of  old 
glory.” 

Voting  for  the  bill  were  203 
Democrats  and  120  Republicans. 
Against  were  65  Democrats  and 
24  Republicans. 

White  House  press  secretary 
James  C.  Hagerty  said  President 
Eisenhower  was  “delighted” 
with  the  congressional  action.  He 
said  the  president  had  been  urg- 
ing statehood  for  Hawaii  for 
some  time  “as  did  the  two  plat- 
forms on  which  he  ran  in  1952 
and  1956.”  Hagerty  did  not  know 
when  the  president  would  sign 
the  measure. 

Hawaii  probably  will  not  ac- 


tually enter  the  Union  until 
sometime  next  fall.  The  bill  pro- 
vides that  residents  of  the  islands 
must  first  approve  statehood  in  a 
referendum  and  elect  state  of- 
ficials and  two  senators  and  one 
representative  to  Congress. 

The  bill  approved  a constitu- 
tion for  the  proposed  state  which 
Hawaiians  adopted  in  1950.

BYU  Has  Sunday  Problem. . . 

Tracks  Baseball  Clubs  Plan  Ahead 


Brigham  Young  University’s  basketball  sea- 
son is  over.  . . the  awards,  and  clamor  have 
ended  for  another  year. 

Now  working  out,  quietly  until  the  actual 
competition  begins,  are  BYU’s  track  and  base- 
bal  squads.  They  will  be  playing  southern 
schools  for  a few  weeks  before  returning  to 
Provo  to  await  Skyline  opposition. 

And  BYU  has  the  teams  that  the  other  Sky- 
line schools  are  gunning  for.  . . both  the  track 
and  baseball  crews  brought  athletic  prestige  to 
BYU  with  1958  championship-garnering  ef- 
forts. 

The  track  team  humbled  opponents  all  the 
way.  The  baseball  team  had  a special  problem. 
They  took  the  Skyline  in  a dramatic  finish 
against  Utah.  Then  the  Cats  beat  Colorado 
State  (Greeley)  to  gain  a berth  in  the  NCAA 
finals.  . . only  to  find  they  couldn’t  compete 
unless  they  helped  the  NCAA  make  money  by 
playing  the  last  game  on  Sunday. 


The  players  themselves  voted  to  forego  the 
finals  rather  than  play  on  Sunday. 

This  move  will  help  other  schools  to  com- 
bine their  numbers  in  a protest  against  Sunday 
play. 

The  change  to  non-Sunday  play  hasn’t  been 
made  yet,  but  the  BYU  team  is  out  to  take  the 
local  titles  again. 

Spring  sports  often  suffer  because  many  of 
them  are  crowded  into  one  quarter  whereas 
fall  football  and  winter  basketball  have  the 
field  to  themselves.  But  Clarence  Robison’s 
track  crew  and  Jay  Van  Noy’s  baseball  squad 
deserve  a hand  from  students  for  last  year’s 
job  well  done.  Coach  Robison  has  gathered  a 
championship  track  crew  together.  . . year  after 
year. 

We’ll  be  pulling  for  you  again  this  spring. 

And  may  we  keep  working  to  convince  the 
NCAA  baseball  moguls  that  each  year’s  tourney 
can  end  on  Saturday.

“I  hope  so,“  he  replied. 

When  the  same  question  was 
put  to  State  Department  press 
officer  Lincoln  White,  he  said 
it  was  hoped  the  Secretary  would 
be  able  to  participate  “in  some 
manner,'  either  here  or  else- 
where.”

NEW  YORK,  (UPI)— The 
American  scene  changes  so  ra- 
pidly most  of  us  can’t  keep 
track.  But  it’s  happy  news  that 
in  an  era  of  sports  cars,  stereo- 
phonic sound  and  satellites,  one 
great  tradition  remains. 

We  are  a “chicken  every  Sun- 
day” nation. 

Our  favorite  dining  spot  also 
is  the  kitchen,  we  are  a land  of 
dessert  eaters,  and  not  so  many 
of  us  are  dieting  as  the  propa- 
gandists would  have  you  think 

These  are  some  of  the  find- 
ings from  a study  of  our  eating 
habits,  made  by  Market  Re- 
search Corp.,  at  a cost  of  $750  - 
000. 

Market  Research  said  this  is 
the  first  such  comprehensive 
study  ever  made — “We’ve  col- 
lected enough  facts  to  keep  us 
busy  sorting  for  the  next  five 
years,”  said  Edward  Walzer,  Di- 
rector of  Communications.  “I 
think  we  will  know  just  about 
everything  there  is  to  know 
about  eating.” 

‘ Statistically,  the  study  is  stag- 
,'gering— some  30  million  facts, 
gathered  from  4,000  families 
with  14,000  members.  The  fami- 
lies, part  of  the  organization’s 
standard  consumer  panel,  re- 
corded their  daily  dining  modes 
in  diaries  for  a one-year  period 
They  represented  all  income 
groups  and  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. 

Six  big  food  companies  (Gen- 


eral Mills,  Pillsbury,  Campbell 
Soup,  Quaker  Oats  and  R.  T. 
French)  footed  the  bill.  They 
will  use  the  study  in  developing 
new  products  and  marketing  the 
old. 

One  of  the  questions  con- 
cerned Sunday  dining  and  ans- 
wers showed  that  poultry  made 
up  32  per  cent  of  the  menu;  cas- 
seroles, 11  per  cent;  foreign 
dishes,  nine;  soup,  nine;  fish, 
seven;  stews,  'seven;  and  hash, 
five.  The  study  also  will  indicate 
the  percentage  of  meat  in  the 
Sunday  menu,  as  soon  as  elec- 
tronic computers  can  sort  the 
answers. 

Almost  three-fourths  of  all 
family  meals  are  eaten  in  the 
kitchen,  the  study  showed.  “But 
give  us  a dining  room  and  we’ll 
.use  it,”  commented  one  house- 
wife in  protest  to  modern  home 
architecture. 

Breakfast,  in  terms  of  number 
of  dishes  served,  also  is  a bigger 
meal  than  either  lunch  or  din- 
ner. It  also  is  the  one  most 
regularly  eaten  at  home. 

‘‘We  found  no  lag  in  dessert 
eating,”  said  Walzer.  “Desserts 
are  featured  almost  as  frequently 
for  weekdays  as  Sunday,  but  in 
less  complex  form.  Apple  pie 
and  cheese  are  not  the  all- 
American  dessert;  apple  pie  and 
ice  cream  are  more  popular.” 

Only  10  percent  of  the  women 
and  six  per  cent  of  the  men  were 
on  reducing  diets.

If  you  are  approached  by 
anyone  on  campus  with  a test 
containing  these  and  many 
more  questions  like  them,  then 
you  are  probably  being  con- 
fronted with  the  Champion 
Superior  Person  Inventory  Ex- 
amination which  has  been  de- 
vised by  Dean  Champion  (2H, 
Alhambra,  Calif.) 

If  you  happen  to  take  his  test 
and  fail  to  achieve  a very  high 
score,  don’t  feel  that  you  are 
far  below  any  set  superior  per- 
son as  the  title  indicates. 

When  asked  about  this  type  of 
a test,  Grant  Smith  of  the  psy- 
chology department  replied, 
“Don’t  take  this  kind  of  a test 
too  seriously. 

“If  you  wish  to,  just  take  it 
and  don’t  worry  about  low  men- 
tal ability  as  a result  of  a fail- 
ure to  pass  this  type  of  a test. 
Dean’s  test  is  not  valid  as  a 
measure  of  superior  ability,  but 
a geheral  knowledge  test  it 
might  be  fun  to  take.”

Q.),  imbecile  (25-50  I.Q.),  mor- 
on (50-75  I.Q.),  or  a normal  or 
above  normal  human  being  (75- 
150  I.Q.) 

It  measures  a person’s  intel- 
ligence according  to  the  Ameri- 
can philosophy  and  our  develop- 
ed norms  or  patterns  in  life. 

Thus,  we  cannot  expect  an 
Irish  lass  and  a southern  belle 
to  achieve  the  same  rating  be- 
cause the  Irish  girl  would  not 
have  the  same  philosophy,  be 
in  the  same  socio-economic 
group,  or  have  the  same  norms 
as  the  southern  belle. 

What  is  measured  in  an  I.  Q. 
test?  There  are  six  important 
items  that  are  covered:  verbal 
comprehension,  word  fluency, 
number  concept,  space  relation- 
ship, memory,  and  perception. 
There  are  also  tests  for  perform- 
ance skills,  such  as  working  with 
the  hands,  which  are  given  by 
a qualified  person.
